GOVERNOR THE 
PUBLIC PRINTING. 


~ Gov. Caldwell has put a wonderful 
construction upon the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Clark vs 
Stanley. That was a most remarkable 
decision, it is true, but the conduct of 
the Governor in deducing from it power 
to turn out every Conservative in office 
or position of any kind and fill the 
places with his own appointments, is 
one of the mést marvelous exhibitions ' 
of defiance of law and contempt of 
justice ever before witnessed in this 
State. Upon what pretence of law or 
shadow of authority does Goy.

The decision of Judge Moore gives 
his Excellency a most timely and 
merited rebuke.

of the United States, and Gov. Joel 
Parker, of New Jersey, as their candi- 
date for Vice-President. Both of the 
candi‘lates are men of distinction, high 
character and acknowledged ability. 


Judge Davis, the nominee for Presi- 
dent, who is at present one of the Jus- 
tices of the United States Supreme 
Court, is known asa Reform Republi- 
can. His name has been heretofore 
mentioned as a suitable man to raliy all 
the disaffected Republican elements 
against Grant, with a possibility, in the 
end, of uniting and combining in solid 
phalanx all honest men, without regard 
to former political ties, who are opposed 


| to the tyranny, corruption and venality 


of the Grant administration. 


The candidate for Vice-President, 
Hon. Joel Parker, is the present able 
and popular Democratic Governor of 
New Jersey, who defeated his Radical 
opponent, Cornelius Walsh, by six 
thousand majority at the last election. 

This labor movement, as it is called 
at the North, has been graduaily gain- 
ing power and influence in the North- 
ern and Western States until it has 
ripened into a respectable organization, 
respectable in numbers, intelligence and 
influence.

DECISIONS OF. OUR SUPREME 
COURT REVERSED. 


At January Term 1870, the Supreme 
Court rendered decisions in the case of 
the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad es, 
John A. Reid, Sheriff of Halifax coun- 
ty, and in that of Wilmington and 
Weldon Railroad against the same (e- 
fendant, in which it is declared as the 
opinion of the Court that the Legisla- 
ture might levy a tax upon the property 
ef the said railraad companies, not 
withstanding their charters exempted 
the companies from any tax. 

The Sheriff had levied the tax under 
the Act of March 1869, authorizing an 
ad valorem tax, and had distrained and 
was about to sell some of the property 
of the railroads. An order of injunc- 
tion, enjoining the sale, was obtaincd 
from Judge Watts, who refused the 
motion of Sheriff Reid to vacate the 
order, whereupon the Sheriff appealed 
to the Supreme Court. The Supreme 
Court reversed Judge Watts’ order, 
and decided that the tax could be 
levied and collected. In the Suprefhe 
Court the Attorney-General, Bragg and 
Battle & Sons, represented the Sheriff, 
and Messis. Moore, Rogers & Batchelor 
and Fowle & Badger the Railroads, 


The cases were taken up by writs of. 


error to the Suprefe Court of the Uni- 
ted States, which has just rendered its 
decision, reversing the opinion of our 
Supreme Court in both cases, on the 
ground that the charters of the compa- 
nies having exempted the property of 
the roads from taxation, it was out of 
the power of the Legislature to pass a 
subsequent Act imposing a tax upon 
the roads. In the case of the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon Railroad, the U. 8. Su- 
preme Court used the foilowing lan- 
guage: “This Court say that, however 
impolitic it may be in the sovereign to 
allow the taxing power to pass out of its 
hands, still, when it has been done, the 
Cour’ will enforce the contract the same 
as if it were between private parties. 


In this case the vacation [of the order 


of injunction] is deemed to_ impair the 
contract of exemption made by the 
charter of the company, and the tax 
Is therefore heid to be illegal, and the 
statute imposing it void.” The same 
general principles were laid down 1n the 
case of the Raleigh anc Gaston Rail 
road.

The Labor Plattorm—Resolutions 
of the Recent Labor Convention. 
The following comprises, in full, the 

resolutions of the recent Labor Con- 

vention at Oolumhns, Ohio, which nom- 
inated Judge Davis and Joel Parker : 

1. We hold that all political power is 
inherent in the people, and free govern- 
ment founded on their authority and 
established for their benetit; that all 
citizens are equal in political rights, en- 
titled to the largest religious and polit- 
ical liberty compatible with the good 
order of society, as also the use and 
enjoyment of the fruits of their labor 
and talents; and no man, or set of men, 
is entitled to exclusive separate emolu-— 
ments and privileges from the Govern 
ment, but in consideration of public 
services; and any laws destructive of 
these fundamental principles are with- 
out moral binding force, and should be 
repealed; and believing that all evils 
resulting from unjust legislation now 
affecting the industrial classes can be 
removed by the adoption of the princi- 
ples contained in the following declara- 
tion ; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the 
Government to establish a just standard 
of distribution of capital and labor by 
providing 2 purely national circulating 
medium based on the faith and resources 
of the nation, issued @irectly to the 
people without the intervention of auy 
system of banking corporations, which 
money shall be a legal tender in the 
payment of all debts, pubiic and pri- 
vate, and interchangeable, at the option 
of the holder, for Government bonds 
bearing a rate of interest not to exceed 
3.75 per cent., subject to future legisla— 
tion by Congress. 

3. Resolved, That the national debt 
should be paid in good faith according 
to the original contract at the earliest 
option ot the Government, without 
mortgaging the property of the people 
and the future earnings of labor to 
enrich a few capitalists at home and 
abroad. 

4. Resolved, That justice demands that 
the burdens of government should be so 
adjusted as to bearequally on all classes 
and interests; and that the 2xemp- 
tion from taxation of Government bonds 
bearing extortionate rate of interest 
is a violation of all just revenue laws. 

5. Resolved, That the public lands of 
the United States belong to the people, 
and should not be sold to individuals 
nor granted to corporations, but should 
be held as a sacred trust for the bene- 
fit of the people, and should be granted 
free of cost to landless settlers only, in 
amounts not exceeding 160 acres of 
land. 

6. Resolved, That Congress should 
modify the tariff so as to admit, free, 
such articles of common use as we Can 
neither produce nor grow, and lay duties 
for revenue mainly upon articles of lux. 
ury, and such articles of manufacture 
as, we having the raw matarialin abun- 
dance, will assist in further developing 
the resources of the country. 

7. Resolved, That the presence in our 
country of Chinese laborers: imported 
by capitalists in large numbers for ser- 
vile use, is an evil entailing want and 
its consequent train of misery and crime 
upon all classes of the American people, 
and should be prohibited by legisla- 
tion. 

&. Resolved, That we ask for the en- 
actment ot a law by which all mechanics 
and day laborers employed by or on be- 
halt of the Government,whether directly 
or indirectly, through persons, firms, or 
corporations contracting with the State, 
sha!l conform to the reduced standard 
of eight hours a day recently adopted 
by Congress for the national employes, 
and also for an amendment tothe act of 
incorporation for cities and towns, by 
which all laborers and mechanics em- 
ployed at their expense shall conform 
to the same number of hours. 

9. Mesolved, That the enlightened 
spirit of the age demands the abolition 
of the system of contract labor in our 
prisons and other reformatory institu- 
tions. 

10. Reso ved, That the protection of 
li-e, liberty and property are the three 
cardinal principles of government, and 
the first two moresacred than the latter ; 
therefore, money necessary for prusecu- 
ting wars, should, as it is required, be 
assessed and collected from the wealth 
of the country, and not entailed asa 
burden on posterity. 

11. Resolved, That it is the duty of 
the government to so exercise its power 
over railroads and telegraph corpora- 
tions that they shall not in any case be 
privileged to exact such rates of freight, 
transportation or charges by whatso- 
ever name, as may bear unduly or inequi- 
tably upon either producer or consumer, | 

12. Resolved, That there should be; 
such reform in the Civil Service of the.

The Secretary of the Treasury has had 
under consideration for two wecks the 
application of the Collector of Customs 
at Brownsville for instructions relative 
to the clearing of vessels for Mexican 
ports on the Rio Grande in possession 
of the revolutionists, and is in no haste 
to give an answer.
